The Book-of-the-Month choice 
for April is “Mr. Skeffington” by 
Elizabeth. No surname. You may 
remember that she is the Countess 
Russell; that her given name is 
Mary Annette and that “Elizabeth” 
is the name she adopted in her 
German Garden days. When you 
were a child or when your parents 
were children “Elizabeth and Her 
German’ Garden” was a best seller. 
That was back in 1898. As there is 
no concealing a writer’s age, Eliza- 
beth is exactly 74 years old. What 
a fine record for her, to have been 
able at that age to write a book 
which is the choice for the Book-of- 
the-Month. {Incidentally she is liv- 
ing in America at present, in the 
old town of Beaufort, South Caro- 
lina. And she still drives her own 
car. 
When Mary Annette Beauchamp 
was a young girl traveling in Italy 
she met a German Baron from Po- 
merania who instantly fell in love 
with her. She married him and went 
to live in an old baronial castle near 
the North Sea. Here with the April, 
May and June babies and the son 
that followed, she lived a full rich 
life. Before gardening became the 
hobby it has become today, the 
young Baroness von Arnim had the 
“feel” of a garden and so strong 


“ was this feeling that she had to 
| write it down on paper. The result 


was “Elizabeth and Her German 
Garden” and “The Solitary Sum- 
mer,” books which found their au- 
dience at once. 

How many of Elizabeth’s early 
books can you remember? The hi- 
larious “Caravaners,” “The Bene- 
factress,” “The Pastor’s Wife,” 
“The Princess Priscilla’s Fortnight,” 
“Fraulein Schmidt and Mr. An- 
struther,” and that peerless book, 
“Elizabeth in Rugen.” The latter is 
biographical to a great extent. 
That German husband whom she 
Playfully called “The Man of 
Wrath” may have become somewhat 
overbearing. Do you remember how 
Elizabeth got around that problem. 
There is a passage in the book that 
goes something like this: “You 
needn’t let your vision be blocked 
entirely by the people with whom 
you live. No matter how imposing 
they are, you can look around 
them and see that the stars and 
the sky are still there. You needn’t 
run away from them to do that. 
In the long run it is better to try 
to laugh at them than to be angry 
and it is more personally soothing.” 

And how she gave expression to 
the joy of living. That was before 
we were measuring our emotions 
with anl other earthly possession.” 
yardsticks. “How long will it last,” 
she would ask herself, “this joy of 
living, this splendid ecstacy. I am 
more afraid of losing this, of los- 
ing even a little of it, of having 
even so much as the edge of its 
radiance dimmed than of parting 
with other earthy possession.” 

It was this ebullience, this “early- 
morning-freshness that especially 
endeared Elizabeth to her readers. 
When the Baron died in 1910 she 
went to England. Six years later she 
married the Count Russell, Brother 
of the Bertrand Russell about whom 
we are reading in the papers today. 
After three years, they separated. 
Elizabeth entered upon a new phase 
of writing and except for “The En- 
chanted April” which retains the 
old glow, she wrote a number of 
second-rate serials that her admir- 
ers want to forget. In fact, even 
her last novel “Jasmine Farm” has 
a kind of wise-cracking sophisti- 
cation about it that was entirely 
foreign to her early work. 

“Mr. Skeffington,” we are glad 
to report is “early Elizabethan,” in 
conception at least. It is the story 
of Fanny Skeffington who through 
an illness is bereft of her beauty 
just as she is about to reach the 
sobering landmark of her fiftieth 
birthday. Fanny had been too busy 
being beautiful to hoard up spiritual 
treasures. As her husband had made 
a handsome settlement upon her

GAL GRILLED 
IN MURDERS 


| Il-Year-Old, Talking Of 
“Demons” Suspected In 
Death Of Mother, 2: Others 


LOS ANGELES (lP)—Chloe Davis, 
an 11 year old school girl with 
blonde pig-tails and blue eyes, today 
blamed “those demons” for the mass 
murders of her mothers, two sisters, 
and 3-year-old brother. 

“It was those demons. They are 
the cause of it all,” the precocious 
child told juvenile authorities af- 
ter she was booked on a suspicion 
of murder charge. 

Police and psychiatrists were at 
odds in their theories as to whether 
the child smashed in the brains of 
her sisters, Daphne, 10, and Ann, 7, 
and her brother, Mark, 3, and then 
calmly burned her mother’s hair 
and night dress and finally bludge- 
oned her to death with a hammer. 
Some doubted she was capable of 
committing the crimes. 

The angelic-appearing child, who 

told her father, Barton Davis, 61, 
; to “buck up” and “calm down” and 
“don’t act crazy,” after he arrived 
at the family home at her summons 
and discovered the tragedy, was in- 
terviewed today by Police Captain 
Edgar Edwards. 

After the interview he said he be- 
lieved the child and not the mother 
committed the murders. 

“I believe Chloe committed all 
the murders,” Edwards said. 

“My theory is that she woke up 
while her mother still was in bed. 
She went to the kitchen where Mark 
and Daphne were playing and 
bludgeoned them. 

“In the meantime, Ann was in 
the bathroom and Mrs. Davis was 
awakened by the screams of Mark 
and Daphne. 

“Chloe encountered her mother 
in the hall, struck her with the 
hammer and felled her, and beat 
her, until she was dead. 

“Then she went into the bath- 
room and slew Ann. 

“AS an attempt to disguise her 
horifying actions, she tried to burn 
her mother’s body. 

“She dragged a mattress from a 
day-bed in her parent's bedroom, 
placed her mother’s body on the 
mattress, and set fire to the mat- 
tress. 

“The night gown was_ burned 
from Mrs. Davis but Chloe saw that 
she could not, as she hoped to do, 
burn up the house. 

“She changed her clothing, took 
an hour to think things over, 
thought up the story about the de- 
mons, and called her father.” 

Dr. Paul De River, police psychi- 
atrist, said Chloe was “distinctly 
capable of planning and commit- 
ting the murders,” and added he 
was more inclined to believe her 
story than to doubt it. 

The girl’s father was prostrate 
at the home of relatives. 

“Oh, my God! I can’t believe it. 
I can’t believe it,” was all he would 
say.

THE GIVEN name for persons 
dates from the very beginning of 
language, but down to the time of 
Christ there were no surnames.

Surnames were first taken on by 
nobles; the common people later im- 
itated the nobles. Even as late as 
1465 surnames were not common. 
At that time King James V, of Eng- 
land, had a law passed to compel 
certain Irish outlaws to take sur- 
names. “They shall take unto them 
a@ surname, either of some Towne, 
or some Colour as Black or Brown, 
or some Art or Science, as Smyth or 
Carpenter, or some office as Cooke 
or Butler.” To this day there are 
no surnames in some remote parts 
of Ireland. 


Consider Its Sound 


In choosing a name for your child, 
it is well to consider how it will 
sound with the family’name. If the 
family name is a short one, -you 
would not choose a long first name.

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
April 7 is Amos 5, 7, the Golden 
Text being Amos 5:15, “Hate the 
evil, and love the good, and es- 
tablish justice in the gate.”) 


\ 


THE LESSON today com- 
mences the second quarter of our 
series. In our last, you remember, 
the Risen Christ exhorted His fol- 
lowers to go “and make disciples 
of all nations.” 


This lesson goes back to sev- 
eral hundred years before Christ, 
in or about 760 B. C., when Uz- 
ziah was king of Judah, and Jero- 
boam II reigned over Israel. It 
was a time of great oppression of 
the very poor and of dishonesty, 
debauchery and general wicked- 
ness. The rich lived in luxury on 
the products of dishonest trad- 
ing, false weights, the sale of 
worthless goods, bribery, etc. 
They had beautiful summer and 
winter homes, where they ate, 
drank and caroused to excess. The 
poor and those who were cheated 
had no redress in the courts, for 
the judges also were dishonest, 
and their judgments often were 
“fixed” by those who were willing 
to pay them. 

Amos, whose name means “bur- 
den” or “burden-bearer,” was a 
humble shepherd living “among 
the herdsmen of Tekoa,” on the 
edge of the desert, about 12 miles 
south of Jerusalem. He raised a 
peculiar breed of sheep, stunted 
and ugly in appearance, but val- 
ued for their fine wool. He also 
described himself as a “dresser 
of sycomore trees.” Thus he was 
&@ countryman, living close to na- 
ture, but he must have had deal- 

ings in the cities and knew the 
wickedness of many who dwelt 
therein. os 
Uses Classical Language 

In spite of the fact that Amos 
was apparently unlettered, he is, 
Says one commentator, “the au- 
thor of the purest and most clas- 
sical Hebrew in the Old Testa- 
ment.” As he himself said: “I wag 
no prophet, neither was I a pro- 
phet’s son; but I was a herdsman, 
and a gatherer of sycomore fruit: 

“And the Lord took me as I 
par to Digan flock, and the Lord 
said unto me, Go, proph unto 
My people Israel.” aia

“Hear ye this word which I take 
up for a lamentation over you, O 
house of Israel. 

“They hate him that reproveth 
in the gate, and they abhor him 
that speaketh uprightly. 

“Forasmuch therefore as ye 
trample upon the poor, and take 
exactions from him of wheat: ye 
have built houses of hewn stone, 
but ye shall not dwell in them; ye 
have planted pleasant vineyards, 
but ye shall not drink the wine 
thereof. 


God Knows Their Transgressions 
“For I know how manifold are 
your transgressions, and how 
mighty are your sins—ye that af- 
flict the just, that take a bribe, 
and that turn aside the needy in 
the gate from their right... 

“Seek good, and not evil, that 
ye may live; and so Jehovah, the 
God of hosts, will be wtih you, as 
ye say. 

“Hate the evil, and love the 
good, and establish justice in the 
gate.” 

He told them that Jehovah 
hated their feasts and their burnt 
offerings, and took no delight in 
their solemn assemblies, because 
they lived evil lives, not follow- 
ing the laws God had given them, 
For a long time Amos preached 
and exhorted the People, and at 
last he aroused Amaziah, the head 
of the church, who denounced 
Amos to Jeroboam, the king, and 
then told him to gO away, saying, 
“O thou seer, go, flee away into 
the land of Judah, and there eat 
bread and prophesy there. But 
Prophesy not again any more at 
Bethel: for it is the king’s chapel, 
and it is the king’s court.” 

Amos told him then how the 
Lord had come to him and told 
him to go to try to save the peo- 
ple from destruction. Their land 
he said would be given to their 
enemies, the king killed, and the 
People would be taken captive 
and driven from their homes. He 
told of visions which the Lord had 
sent him. In the first the whole. 
country was laid waste by locusts 
which ate every green thing. 
When he. interceded, the Lord
